CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, May 10 (via El 
Paso, Tex., May 12.)—Two thousand in- 
surrectos, part of the band operating 


in the districts south of here, are re- 
ported today to be marching on Chi- 


huahua. 

Already the advance guards are en- 
camped around the city. 

An armed mob just before daylight to- 
day entered Nombre de Dios, a suburb, 
looted all the stores and took all the 
borses, despite the presence of 1500 Fed- 
eral troops in nearby barracks, and es- 
caped. Santa Eulia, an important min- 
ing camp, 12 miles gast of the city, has 
been abandoned by all the municipal of- 
ficlals because of the approach of the 


insurrectos. The place is now regulated 
wholly by Americans employed in the 
raines. | 

This city, long in dread of an 
attack, is now in greater fear than 
ever, because of the extreme violence 
shown by the insurrectos in their 
northward march. The whole district, 
enibracing Durango, Torreon and in- 
termediaté towns, has been in a state 
approaching anarchy.

Woman, III, Is Also Led to Yard 
by Her 10-Year-Old 
Daughter.

When a gasoline stove exploded at 9 
o'clock Friday morning at the home of 
James Burns, 4634 Margaretta avenue, 
house on fire, and Mrs. 
2-day-old infant and an- 
other child 18 months old were in great 
danger. Loretta Burns, 10 years old, 
the “little mother” of the bousehold, 
rescued them.

match. The gasoline in the tank ex- 
ploded and the kitchen was instantly in 
a blaze. The house was a two-room 
frame. Mrs. Burns and the baby were 
in bed in the next room and James, the 
other baby, was playing in the same 
room. The only exit from the bedroom 
was through the kitchen. 

Loretta acked quickly. 

Saves Baby and Brother. 

“You will not have time to dress,’’ 
cried to her mother. 

She assisted the invalid to rise from 
the bed, threw a blanket around her, 
picked up the baby in one arm, took 
James by the hand and said, “‘Come on.” 

She ran through the flame-filled kitch- 
en, her mother tottering after her. At 
the door they were met by John Hen- 
nessy of 4592 Evans avenue and Harry 
Anson of 4627 Natural Bridge road, who 
were building a house next door. They 
carried Mrs. Burns across the alley to 
the. home of J. H. Telger, 4633 San Fran- 
cisco avenue. She was in a serious con- 
dition from the shock of the alarm. and 
the exertion she had-undergone, and was 
sent to St. Mary’s Hospital. 

Finds Shelter for Children, . 

The little mother found shelter for 
her brood, consisting, besides the two 
babies, of Pauline, aged 4; Dan, 5; Rob- 
ert, 6, and Llioyd, 8, at the homes of 
neighbors. Pauline and Dan were play- 
ing In the yard when the fire occurred, 
and the other two were at school. 

The father was summoned from his 
employment in a furniture factory at 
Sixth street and Cass avenue, to find 
the home burned to the ground, and the 
family scattered, but unhurt, through

Broken Shoulder—Brain 
‘Concussion Feared. 





Miss Agnes Rickaby, 22 years old, of 
1414 North Eleventh street, plunged 
headlong from an automobile on the 


Olive street road a mile west of the 
city at 1 a. m. Friday and was serious- 
ly hurt. : , 

The machine, as identified by license 
tags, belonged to Charles W. Honegger, 
a butcher, who has a shop at 1300 South 
Compton avenue, and lives at 3152 Rut- 
ger street. 

Miss Rickaby. leaped from the ma- 
chine after it had struck and demol- 
ished a farm wagon, and injured 
Charles .Elgasser, who was driving 
to St. Louis with a load of produce. 

Brain Concussion Feared. 

‘Her right -shoulder was broken. and 
she is belie¢ved to have concussion of 
the brain and internal injuries. She was 
taken to-Clayton for emergency treat- 
ment by Dr. George C. Eggers and 
was brought to.St: John’s Hospital in 
St. Louis by William Autenrteth in his 
automobile. 

With Miss Rickaby in the Honegger 
machine were another young woman 
and two men. The men said they had 
been to.Busch’s Grove, but denied that 
they had been. drinking. 

The machine passed the Capri Inn 
on Olive Street road at 1245 a. m.,- and 
witnesses there say it was running 50 
an hour. 

A quarter of a mile east of the inn, 
while approaching a narrow bridge, the 
machine struck the farmer’s wagon, 
rolling it into a ditch. 


Alights on Her Head. 

Speeding eastward the automobile 
was about to cross a narrow wooden 
bridge when Miss Rickaby leaped from 
it, alighting on her head. Constable 
Bode, notified by telephone from the 
Capri Inn, arrested the men and wom- 
en, who, were taken to Clayton by Au- 
tenrieth, who was returning from the 
theater in his automobile. 

When Bode joined the party in the inn 
one of the men who gave his name as 
George Meyer of 1804 South*Grand ave- 
nue turned to Bode and said: “You 
know Mr. Honegger, don't you?” .He 
pointed to the other man. 

Later Bode was surprised when the

The men were taken before Justice 
Werremeyer and gave $500 bond to ap- 
pear for trial next Thursday.

Traveling Man Suggests Arrange- 
-* ment to Equalize Burdens 
They Bear. 


The 2-cent passenger fare law was 
blamed by F. W. Crandall, chairman of 
the Raffroad Committee of the Travel- 
-ers’ Protective Association, in an ad- 
dress before the State convention of the 
association, at Hotel Jefferson, Friday, 
a’. the cause of much trouble and loss to 
traveling salesmen. 

“What the traveling men need,” 
said Crandall, “is a uniform scrip, 
to be issued in books and honored 

by all the railroads in the country, 
entitling the holders to a certain 
percentage of reduction on the pur- 
chase of railroad tickets, the payment 
of dining car and excess baggage 
charges and other regular traveling 
expenses on all railroads in the coun- 
try. 

“Other plans are intpracticable. The 
railroads in different parts of the 
country cannot make a fixed rate for 
traveling men, because the profits of 
passenger traffic vary with the density 
of population. But they could all give 
a uniform discount from their regular 
rates. 

“A new system to meet the need would 
haye been adopted before now, but for 
ithe disturbance caused by 2-cent fare 
legislation. Under 2-cent fare laws the 
traveling men have had to pay as much 
ase the rest of the public. This asso- 
ciation opposed the 2-cent law at the 
cutset, and events have shown that its 
ettitude was right.” . 

Mayor Kreismann welcomed the dele- 
gates, and George W. Smith, a national 
director of the association, responded. 
The report of the Membership ‘Com- 
mittee showed that 268 have been added 
to the rolls in a year, making the total 
Missouri membership 6317.

FATHER TO TEST RIGHTS 


Classmate; Who Also Returned 
Induced to Go Away With- 
out Trouble. 


Courtenay Gontermann, acquitted 
Thursday evening by a jury in Police 
Magistrate Rigg’s Court of disturbing 
the peace by attempting to attend Mc- 
Kinley High School in ‘Granite City, aft- 
er he had been suspended by Principal 
Waggoner, and expelled by the Board of 
Education, again disregarded the sus- 


pension and expulsion Friday morning 
by returning to school. He entered the 
assembly room a littie late, and the 125 
students made a demonstration, cheer- 
ing and stamping their feet, which con- 
tinued nearly 10 minutes before the 
teachers were able to quell it. 

Willlam Evans, another student who 
Was expelled last week, emboldened by 
Gontermann’s action and the jury’s ver- 
dict, also returned to school Friday 
morning in disregard of his expulsion. 
He arrived before the students had en- 
tered the assembly room, and did not 
cause a demonstration. 

Both Boys Forced Out. 

Evans was ordered to leave and did 
so. Gontermann wag permitted, tem- 
porarily, to go to a class room. At 
10 o’clock, however, when he returned 
to the assembly room, he was ordered 
by Superintendent Frohardt to get ovt 
of the building, and was told that if 
he did not got at once, a policeman 
would be called and he would be 
again arrested. He left and it is 
understood that his father wil Icarry 
the fight before the Board of Educa- 
tion, in an attempt to have the ex- 
pulsion order revoked. 

President Hanlon of the board is out 
of town. Secretary Morefield testified 
at the trial that Gontermann had been 
expelled j|and could not continue in 
school. The acquittal of Gontermann in 
the magistrate’s court has no effect 
upon the order of expulsion, which still 
is in force. 

The board will meet Friday night 
and decide on its further line of action 
in upholding its authority. 

The trial of Gontermann lasted all 
day. High School was dismissed and 
all of the faculty and the 125 students 
attended. As a demonstration in civics 
the trial. was not up to the mark that 
the faculty could have desired. 

Decorum was absent. There were fre- 
quent outbursts of laughter and up- 
plause. When the verdict was. an- 
nounced the students yelled. 

Was Suspended Twice. 

It developed at the trial that Gonter- 
mann had been suspended twice, the 
second, last week, being because of a 
violation of a good behavior promise 
under which the first was revoked. He 
disturbed the devotional exercises by 
tulking to a girl student in what was 
described at the trial as a low tone, 
ind was suspended. His attempts to 
continue forcibly in the school caused 
his arrest. Members of the faculty 
testified at the trial that he was a per- 
sistent offender. The sentiment of the 
student body was in Gontermann’s fa- 
vor.

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FACTORY GIRLS’ 
NIGHT SCHOOL 
FOUNDER DEAD 


Mrs. Lucy A. Wiggin, Who 
Taught Without Pay, Suc- 
cumbs to Paralysis. 


Mrs. Lucy A. Wiggin, who estab- 
lished the first night school for fac- 
tory girls in St. Louis, died from heart 
failure, following a paralytic stroke, 
at the home of her sister, Mrs. James 
Mosby, 2009 Forest avenue, Thursday 
evening. The funeral will be from the 
residence at 2 p. m. Saturday. The 
body will be incinerated. 

For 4 years Mrs. Wiggin was a teach- 
er in the St. Louis public schools. In 
1884, realizing the working girls of St. 
Louis, particularly those employed in 
factories, were without means of self- 
education, she prevailed upon the Board 
of*Education to let her have a room in 
the Carroll School for giving them night 
instruction. Three nights every week, 
for years, Mrs. Wiggin taught the fac- 
tory girls, without financial reward of 
any kind. 

The night school developed into the 
Working Girls’ Free Library, at 1510 
Lafayette avenue, and then into the 
St. Louis Social Settlement, at Third and 
Victor streets, somewhat on the order 
of Hull House in Chicago. All the time 
Mrs. Wiggin was teaching the girls at 


night she was supporting herself ands 


educating her son, Ralph, by teaching 
in the Rock Springs and A linton schools. 

Three weeks ago Mrs. Wiggin was 
stricken with paralysis. Her son, who 
is.now engaged in the railway supply 
business in the City of Mexico, was 
called home by telegraph. Mrs. Wiggin 
was 64 years old. Her husband, Wil- 
liam H. Wiggin, died many years ago.

LODGE RULING CRITICISED 





Refusal to Let Plurality Rule 
Prevents the Selection of a 
Democrat. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—The rem- 


nant of the old guard in the Senate has 
gone down to defeat. The balance of 
power has passed to the progressives, 
numbering the fata] 13 in strength. 

The control of the Senate passed from 
the regular Republicans in a notable 
ecnflict continuing twe—hours. It was 
attended by much bitterness. The fu- 
ture of the great party and the election 
of the next President may depend upon 
the outcome of the feuds and animosities 
given root yesterday afternoon. 

The result of the contest is that the 
Senate remains deadlocked over the po- 


sition of president pro tem, as suc- 


cessor of William R. Frye of Maine, 
recently resigned. This situation may 
continue unchanged until the meeting 
of another Congress. It may be solved 
by the election of a Democrat as pre- 
siding officer. The solution of the prob- 
lem lies entirely with the progressives. 
Regulars Start Fighting, 

The regulars took the initiative in the 
fighting. Senator Lodge, for years a 
time-tried leader of the old guard, was 
in the chair. <All of his rulings were 
calculated to assist his friends. Senator 
Cullom, an old guardsman of three dec- 
ades’ service, nominated Jacob H. Gal- 
linger, another active and distinguished 
member of the old guard, for president 
pro tem. Gallinger had been selected 
by a caucus of Republican senators at 
which 27. regulars and four progressives 
were present. Augustus O. Bacon of 
Georgia was named as the Democratic 
candidate by Senator Martin, the new 
minority leader. 

Then the progressive faction, for the 
first time, disclosed its attitude. It 
would not affiliate with the Democrats. 
It would have nothing to do with the 
regulars. It would take its stand as an 
independent organization and demon- 
strate to the country that it held, the 
balance of power. Senator La Follette 
nominated Moses E. Clapp of Minne- 
sota as the progressive candidate. 

On the roll call that followed 75 sen- 
ators voted. Gallinger alone begged to 


Ibe excused. Bacon voted for Tillman of 


South Carolina, and Clapp for Bristow 
of Kansas. The result was: Gallinger, 
82: Bacon, 35; Clapp, 4; Tillman, 1; 
Bristow, 1. 

The four progressives 
Clapp were Senators Gronna, 
lette, Poindexter and Bristow. Four 
other progressives, Senators’ Borah, 
Brown, Dixon and Kenyon, who attend- 
ed the Republican caucus and voted for 
Gallinger, were paired with the four ab- 
sent progressives, Senators Cummins, 
Bourne, Works and Crawford. Clapp 
completed the list of 13.

NEW YORK, May 12.—Dr. W. M. C. 
Latson was found shot to death in his 
apartments, 660 Riverside Drive, last 
night, half an hour after a Miss Mar- 
hezka, who had a key to his rooms, 
had left under such strange circum- 
stances that Louis Kafader, janitor of 
the house, sent for tne police. Edward 
Kafader, son of the janitor, was in the 
hallway about 9 o’clock when the young 
woman entered the front door, bowed 
and, drawing a key from her purse, 
opened the door. 

At 10 o’clock thé girl came from the 
Doctor’s- room and, according to the 
statement made by young Kafader, said 
to him: “If anyone calls the Doctor on 
the telephone don’t disturb him. The 
Doctor is very ill. He is bleeding. I 
will be here to see him again in the 
morning.’’ 

- Kafader noticed that the girl was 
without hat or coat and he said: ‘You 
have left your hat and coat in the Doc- 
tor’s rooms. Have. you brought out 
your key?’’ 

For the first time the girl ‘seemed to 
realize that she had left her hat and 
coat and she appeared excited. -She 
said to Kafader: 

? Climbs in Window, 

“Won't you climb through that open 
window in the front and get me my 
things ?’’ 

The doctor’s five rooms were on the 
first floor, and an iron fence ran up to 
the open window. The boy went to the 
front with the young woman and then 
said: 

“‘No; I can’t climb through the open 
window of any apartment in this 
house.’’ 

“T’ll be so much obliged to you if you 
will,”’ the girl pleaded. 

“Can't. do it,’’ replied the boy. 

“Then I'll do it myself,” the girl said, 
and she ran forward, climbed the fence 
and leaped over to the open window. 

A minute later she came out of the 
hall door and said to Kafader: 

‘“‘Now, see that the doctor is not dis- 
turbed. He’s a very fil man.’’ 

Kafader went to his father at once, 
and an effort was made to get into 
the apartments. There was no response 
to the ringing of the door bells or. tele- 
phone and the janitor called up Police 
Headquarters, saying that he would be 
better satisfied if detectives called and 
made an investigation. They broke 
down the door and entered. In the 
library was the body of Dr. Latgon. His 
head and shoulders rested on a sofa 
and he was on his knees. By his side 
one chamber 
empty. 

The detectives investigated further 
before notifying the Coroner’s office. 
On the table in the library was a note, 
roughly scribbled, which read: 

“To mother and Bertie: I have done 
my best. DEATH.”

Condition Not Apt to Be Re- 
peated if Guaranty Fund Is 
Not Subscribed. 


The difficulty that the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Society is experiencing in raising 
the guaranty fund of $30,000 a year for 
five years necessary for the continua- 
tion of the orchestra is the mor# re- 
markable, according to George D. Mark- 
ham, acting president of the. society, in 
view of the fact, clearly shown by fig- 
ures, that the cost each season is: thou- 
sands of dollars less than the cost of 
any other first-class orchestra in the 


United States. 


“Cincinnati, for instance, has an or- 
chestra of 72 men, at an annual cost of 
$92,000, to help meet which she raises 
a guaranty fund of $50,000 a year for five 
years,’ said Mr. Markham. ‘‘Hence the 
cost of the Cincinnati orchestra is $20,- 
0 a year greater than the cost of our 
orchestra, which has only seven less 
players. Philadelphia has an orchestra 
of 78 players that*costs $135,000 a year, 
and raises a guaranty fund of $45,000 a 
year for three Years. 

“Chicago’s orchestra of 8 players 
costs $140,000 a year. Guaranty funds

furtune to make the orchestra what it 


St. Louis Has Developed One. 
‘The secret of the small cost of the 


St. Louis orchestra’ as compared with 
the orchestras of other cities is that 
St. Louis, instead of going out and buy- 
ing an orchestra, has developed one. 
This garden of music was planted by 
our grandfathers, watered by our fa- 
thers, and.the logical thing for us to 
dv is to keep on watering it and other- 
wise tending it, so that it shall not 
run to weeds. 

‘St. Louis is the home of these mu- 
siclans. Many of them.were born here. 
Many have reared their families here. 
‘hey are th3 teachers in the musica! 
conservatorias. They pass on thietr 
learning to our youth. Hence, the 
Symphony Orchestra is the city’s uni- 
versity of mzisic. — 

“In sharp contrast with the experi- 
ence of St. Louis is Pittsburg’s experi- 
ence. Having plenty of money, but 
lacking enough native musical talent 
for the nucleus of an orchestra, the 
Fittsburgers ‘vent to New York and 
bought an orchestra. They, of course, 
naid a big price, for these players ‘vere 
leaving a city where they enjoyed a 
side income from teaching for a strange 
city where no immediate prosp.%ctive 
pupils awaited them. But the price

“If we succeed in establishing it,” he 
sald vesterday, “it will mean that at 
United States Government is 
paying as much attention to the health 
and development of men, women and 
children as has been paid in the past 
to the welfare of cows, horses, sheep, 
pigs, hens and fruit trees. For years 
farmers have been supplied by the state 
with the best scientific data bearing 
upon their live stock and vegetable 
produce. But they have been left in 
complete. ignorance as to the proper 
food for their bodies. 

“The problem of the kitchen is cer- 
tainly the most important one confront- 


ing modern civilization, because all the 


other problems are dependent upon it. 
Mentally, morally and physically man 
is what he eats. Indeed, his mere exist- 
ence depends on the food he puts into 
hig stomach. America’s enormous in- 
fant mortality shows that one chiid 
out of every four dies before reaching 
the age of 5 years. Fully 95 per cent 


' of these deaths are due to improper 
' feeding. 


“The daily food of many Americans 
is literally awful. I am not referring 


' simply to the impure and scanty meals 


cooked and served in the poorer sec- 
tions of the City. The country people 
of America are horribly ignorant of do- 
mestic science. Whole families scarcely 
see any meat but salt pork, even in hot 
They fill up with hot breads 


and impossible pie. Instead of eating 


the pure, fresh fruits, they immolate 


them in soggy pastries. They are de- 
voted to fried foods, doughnuts, pota- 
toes and cakes.

In fact, 
they are almost certain that the pres- 
ent Western A. A. U. cross-country 
champion will annex the valuable dia- 
mond medal offered for first prize. 
Erxleben is in the best trim 
comparatively brief athletic career.
